SCHOOL REPORT. 


According to custom and the requirements of law we 
herewith submit a brief statement ot the condition of the 
schools in town the past year. Accepting the appoint- 
ment of committee with many misgivings as to our abil- 
ity to perform its various duties in a proper manner, 
and fearing somewhat that we might not be able to de- 
vote as much time to the various claims of the office as 
the good of our schools might require. We have how- 
ever endeavored to attend the usual duties imposed on 
us by law according to our best judgement, but not 
without some embarrassment. It is with pleasure that 
we can report that as a whole the schools during the 
past year have been successful and the improvement 
commendable. Our teachers for the most part have 
been those well qualified and skilful in imparting in- 
struction, and parents so far as we know have lent their 
hearty co-operation. Those upon whom has rested the du- 
ty of procuring teachers have been very tortunate in their 
selections. We have been pleased to notice that most 
districts have manifested a desire to secure the services 
of those teachers whom they bave proved, and in many 
instances they have been successful. We think the 
same teacher will aceocmplish much more in the same 
length of time in a school, after having taught one term, 
than it a stranger to the capacities and attainments of 
the scholars: hence the second, though a shorter term, 
may be quite as profitable as the first with the same 
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teacher; besides, in changing teachers, if possible you 
risk getting a poorer one. We feel that it is proper for 
us to suggest that we believe it is for the best interest 
of all to retain teachers who have well and faithfully 
performed their duties for more than one term. It has 
been a pleasing feature among the schools in town this 
year that at the closing examinatien of each term quite 
na goodly number of the citizens, friends and parents, 
and especially mothers, were in attendance. We hope 
this practice will increase more and more. It has been 
one of the most difficult labors of your committee to keep | 
that part of the school arrangement relating to text Guertin 
in its proper place. Owing to the increased number of 
authors of the present day we find it hard to decide 
which of the many text books in use are best adapted to 
our schools. We are flooded with book agents, pamph- 
lets and circulars of all descriptious, each showing the 
merits of their works and the demerits of those in use, 
and urging the necessity of a change; but we have 
deemed it best not to make any change, only in one or 
two instances where we thought it was absolutely neces- 
sary that a change should be made. ‘Your committee is 
happy to mention the visit of Hon. J. W. Patterson 
Supt. of Public Instruction, whose visit to two of our 
schools, though short, were full of instruction. The 
gratification of the committee, teachers and scholars 
yas no greater than the satisfaction expressed by him 
in the general appearance of our schools. Mr. Patter- 
son having had long experience as a teacher can at once 
read the character of a school. His visit so profita!le 
to us will long be remembered. The public lecture in 
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the evening although not so well attended as we could 
wish was highly appreciated and the theories advanced 
were such as to meet the views of all who have the well- 
fare of our common schools at heart. 

We have for a long time been of the opinion that the 
present system of distributing the school money is une- 


qual and tends to deprive a large number of our child- 
ren of an education which they otherwise would have 


did they not happen to live just over the district line, 
and in a district where there is only money enough to 
have a good school for about eight weeks in a year, and 
with every prospect that the sum apportioned to such 
district will be less in the future. We are of the opin- 
ion that the best way to remedy this matter, is for the 
town to abolish the district system entirely and place 
the whole school arrangement in tbe hands of a compe- 
tent school hoard whose duty it sha!l be to have the en- 
tire charge of the schools and the distribution of funds 
appropriated for school purposes. Or if this change can 
not be brought about, there is another way which it can 
be remedied in part, and one which we should favor, 
and that is for some of these districts that have but a 
small amount of money uniting with those that are well 
supplied with school funds; this could be done by No. 
7 forming a union with No. 4. We can see but a slight 
objection to this union, to be sure, it would necessitate 
some travel for the scholars in No. 7 to attend the vil- 
lage school; but there are ample accommodations for 
them and the benefit they would derive will pay them 
for their labors. These suggestions may seem 2 little 
extravagant to some; but what we wish to see, and 
trust the time is not far distunt when every scholar in 
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town, regardless of where they may live, shall be on an 
equality, one with the other, in receiving the benefits to 
be derived from the money appropriated by the town for 
the support of our schools. 


With these remarks we will pass to notice the condi- 
tion of the schools in the several districts. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 
N. C. Gaur, Prudential Committee. 


Miss Addie ©. Prescott of this town who taught in this 
district last year to the general satisfaction of parents 
and scholars, has again had charge of this school, which, 
at the time of writing this report, is in session. In nu 
school in town have we found scholars that have made 
such rapid advancement as in this school. The gentle- 
manly and ladylike deportment of the scholars, the gov- 
ernment and discipline of the schoo), and the manne 
of conducting the recitations are worthy of much praise 
and ranks Miss Prescott among our best teachers . 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
J. S. BurBank, Prudential Committee. 


This school has been taught the entire year by Miss 
Etta E. Hatch of Manchester. This was Miss Hatch’s 
second vear in this school, and she fully sustained her 
former reputation as a suvcessful teacher. She has an 
easy efficient manner in conducting her recitations and 
is much interested in her work and has the entire con- 
fidence of her scholars. Her school was ip every way 
a profitable one. It was’our pleasure to be present at 
a public exhibition given by this school at the cluse of 
the last term, which reflected much credit upon both 
teacher and scholars. the exercises were very interesting 
and at their close the teacher was presented with a writ- 
ing desk and other articles of value by the scholars. 
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DISTRICT No. 3. 


EK. JT. Wentruwortn, Prudeutial Committee. 


The teacher here, Mrs. Ida M. Davison of Candia, 
succeeded to the geueral satisfaction of the district. 
This was Mrs. Davisons’s first attempt at teaching, and 
she lacked that advantage whieh can onty be had by ex- 
perience. There was a lack of order in the school dur- 
ing the first term and very little progress made. The 
next term there was a commendable effort made on the 
part of the teacher to preserve order, and at the close of 
the school there was a marked evidence that much had 
been accomplishd in that direction. Should Mrs. Day- 
ison continue to follow teaching we have no doubt as to 
her suceess as a teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Ort J. Prescorr, Prudential Committee. 

The primary school was under the charge of Miss 
Jennie B. Abbott of West Concord, who is too well 
known as a teacher to require any comments from vs 
having taught twenty-nine terms in this school. We 
consider her school one of the best in town and wish 
that every parent,in town could have been present at 
the elosing examination. Her services iu this district, 
continuing so long a time, are highly appreciated .by all. 
as the testimonials of respect, presented to her by the 
school at its close, will testify, consisting of fifteen vol- 
umes of Dickens’ works and a photograph album. 

The grammer school was under the instruction of the 
same teacher as last year, Miss Ellen J. Brickett of 
Thetford, Vt. Miss Brickett is a thorough practical 
teacher. Every class showed the thoroughness and skill- 
ful manner in which she had performed ber work. The 
closing ext aminaion was well attended by parents and 
citizens. Miss Brickett received substantial tokens 
of love and respect from her scholars at the close of the 
school, cousisting of a photograph album, napkin ring, 
‘and pen holder. 
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DISTRICT No. 5. 
S. S. Eastman, Prudentia! Committee. 

This school has been taught the entire year by Miss 
Fannie A. Prescott of this town. This district wis 
very fortunate in securing the seivices of so able and 
competent a teacher as Miss Prescott. The closing ex- 
amination showed that the scholars were thorough. and 
interested in their lessons. Her school was a model one 
im every respect. She was kindly remembered hy her 
scholars at the close of the school, by being presented 
with a volume of Whittier’s poems, as a token of their 
love. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 
STEPHEN McDuFFER, Pi udential Committee. 


The Summer term was under the charge of Miss Hat- 
tie M. Ellis of Andover, Mass. This was Miss Ellis’ 
first effort in the school room. She appeared to possess 
« respectable qualification to teach, but not having had 
experience in teaching, and lacking somewhat of energy 
to govern and discipline her school, we found at the 
closing examination that it had not been a very Pe 
ble one. 

The prudential committee, Mr. McDuffee, died soon 
after the close of the summer term and W. H. Otterson 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

The Winter term was taught by Mrs. Flora M. Aus- 
tin a resident of the district. Mrs. Austin is an experi- 
enced practical teacher, and the district did well in  se- 
curing her services. She taught a good school and the 
scholars showed a commendable improvement. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


J. H. Hartrrorp, Prudential Committee. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Inez A. Fuller 
of this town. Your committee was unable to visit this 
school at its commencement, and our engagements were 
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such that we could not be present at the closing examin- 
ation. But trom the character of the teacher employed, 
and from the report of both parents and scholars, the 
presumption is that the school was a prosperous one. 
The Fall term was under the instruction of Miss Ida 
Merrill of Pembroke. Miss Merrill is an excellent 
teacher and all of the classes showed that she had been 
thorough in her instructions, There was a good num- 
ber of visitors present at the closing examination, and 
an expression of satisfaction was manifested by all as to 
the progress made.
